- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

agreement was reached, or any other comments: Emphasis of the interview was placed on the amendment filed on 
1 1/8/02 which was not entered due to containing new limitations that require new searches and/or consideration. The 
amended claim 1 therein contains a new limitation "catalytic reduction of metal(s)" which has never been considered 
before. There is an agreement among the participants that the major reference cited by the Office Lockhart et al. (US 
patent 6,344,316) does not explicitly teach the limitation. Further, Roth et al. (US patent 5,902,727) seems to teach the 
limitation but not in the context of high density array but rather in cells. The participants agreed that if the amended 
claims are presented in a new RCE, the claims with the new limitation will be considered including new searches..
